FKEDEBICKSBURG, Va„ Sept. 19.—In 
an ordinary day coach of the Rich- 
mond, Fredericksburg and Fotomac 
RaUway, William Jennings Bryan con- 
tinued his trip through Virginia this 
morning. 
He left Richmond at 7 
o'clock, en routé for Washington. 
A 
speech of thirty minutes was made at 
Fredericksburg, and short addresses 
were given by the nominee at some of 
the smaller towns along the lines. 
Fredericksburg, 
the 
home of 
the 
mother of Washington, sent a reception 
committee of nice to escort the candi- 
date to their city. 
At Fredericksburg 
Mr. Bryan was driven to the Bzchange 
Hotel, where he tried to rest, but in 
reality held an informal reception till 
11 o'clock. 
Then he was taken to the 
Washington monument, 
where 
he 
made an address to a large crowd. 


He was then driven to the residence 
of Mayor W. S. White, where he dined. 
At 1:15 o'clock he took the train for 
Washington. 
His first address today 
was at Ashland, where the train stopped 
two minutes, and was as follows:

held under the auspices of the state 
i d i i i i t e i ^ e M o a t S ^ 
~ The 


ez-seoretary reached Dalton yesterday 
afternoon and was given an informal 
but enthnBiastie reception there last 
night. His address today was delivered 
to one of the largest audiences of the 
campaign, and was met with frequent 
outbursts of applause. 
In beginning 
his speech Mr. Smith referred to a 
former visit to Dalton, two years ago, 
at which he spoke in behalf of "sound 
currency," and urged that the demo- 
cratic national platform should not ap- 
prove the free coinage of silver. 
He 
stated that he would not be candid 
did he fail to say today that his views 
upon the financial question remained 
unchanged and he regretted he could 
not endorse this part of the platform 
adopted at the Chicago convention. 
He urged, however, that those who, 
like himself, did not approve of this 
plank, should still remain loyal to the 
regular nominees of the party. 
He 
claimed that long after the financial 
question was settled the democratic 
party would be ^ound advocating prin< 
ciples dear to the interests of the 
masses of the people of the country, 
and that it would be unwise to quit the 
party on account of opposition to a 
single plank in the platform. So far as 
those were concerned who had taken a 
part in the fight for "sound money" 
delegates to the Chicago convention, 
he lelt that 
they were practically 
pledged, as he was actually pledged, to 
vote for the nominee. 


Mr. Smith then briefly discussed that 
portion of the Chicago platform which 
dealt with the subject of raising reve- 
nue. He urged the justice of a tarifi 
for revenue only acd contrasted it with 
the protective tarifi for which Mr. 
McKinley so pre-eminently stood. 
He 
approved the income tax and said it 
was not class legislation. 
All 
the 
revenue received by the government 
came from the tariff and the internal 
revenue tax. 
The money collected 
from both these sources fell as a 
personal tax, and not property tax. 
Property as well as person caused ex- 
pense to the national treasury and the 
income was a tax upon property and 
would relieve the present system of 
inequalities. 
The ex-secretary then 
devoted the larger portion of hia speech 
to the support of the state ticket.

TAMPA, Fla, Sept. 19 —The family of 
General Collazo have given out for pub- 
lication a letter recently received from 
the general. 
It is dated Las Vueltas, 
province of Hilguin, August 12, and 
much of it is devoted to an account of 
a visit paid by General Gomez, General 
Collazo and others to the grave of 
Marti, which they marked 
with

monument which they dedicated with 
appropriate exercises.

"Our camp today has a 
festive appearance. 
We have about 
500 men and we expect 1,500 more to- 
morrow. 
A few yards from where I am 
writing there is a splendid piece of 
artillery mounted, clean and polished, 
and really we will have quite a military 
appearance. 


Looking at the revolution from this 
side, every day our strength increases, 
there is the greatest activity in every 
direction. 
The battle of Santa Anita 
to which I referred in my last, was of 
vast importance. 
The enemy's loss 
was greater than we thought. 
At first 
their tw^ columns were not able to 
unite, ^^ne returned to Santiago De 
Cuba and the other to Guantamano, 
both 
carrying a 
large number of 
wounded. 
They suffered a tremend- 
ous disappointment; they thought to 
find everything upset and disorganized 
with the death of General Jose Maceo, 
and they found themselves face to face 
with General Garcia, who fought them 
with superior intelligence and equally 
as much daring. 
Two dajs ago we 
heard that there had been an uprising 
in the Isle of Fines, and Porto Bico 
was in an ucqaiet condition; if this is 
true Spain will have her hands full. 
Our triumph is drawing nearer 
day 
by day."

in the universities of Zurich and Hei- 
delberg. She has worked in Hull house 
five years and held three public posi- 
tions during that time. 
Governor Alt- 
geld appointed her to her present posi- 
tion as state inspector of factories in 
Illinois—the only case in the world in 
which a woman has held this position. 
She was admitted to the bar of Illinois 
last year, graduating from the North- 
western Univesity law school. 
In 
consequence of this she is now able to 
prosecute all cases arising under the 
factory act. 
It was for this purpose 
that she read law. 
Mrs. Kelley is very 
greatly interested in the working child. 
In a personal letter to a member of the 
league in this city, she says: "Yon are, 
doubtless, aware that Indiana has no 
legislation on this subject, and the gas 
belt employs so many small children 
that we are always hoping that the 
Indiana women may take the initiative 
toward obtaining legislation at the next 
session." 


In a paper read before the national 
conference of charities and corrections 
at Grand Bapids last June, Mrs. Kelley 
said: 
"L^t us have every child in 
school every day of the school year, 
until he or she is sixteen years of age. 
Let us have manual training all the 
way up, and technical training the last 
two years. 
Let us prohibit ¿11 employ- 
ment of children for wages until they 
are sixteen years ot age, except at farm- 
ing or gardening. 
Then after ten years 
of rigid enforcement of this, let us see 
whether we have not taken an excsp 
tionally long step in the direction of 
solving several 
problems 
connected 
with delinquency, the tramp difficulty 
and the incompetence of the unem- 
ployed."

CAKTON, Ohio, Sept. 19 —In spite of 
rain and bad weather, people began 
pouring into Canton this morning at a 
lively rate, and with the single excep- 
tion of yesterday, today furnished the 
largest crowd of the campaign.

the railroads entering Chicago.

came in sections, each of the roads 
having a train or more as necessary for 
the crowd.

At II o'clock the first of the Fenn- 
sylvania delegations arrived. 
It had 
been organized at Hulton, and brought 
citizens of that locality to the number 
of about one thousand and two bands. 
Rain was pouring down when they 
arrived, and the party was taken to the 
grand opera house for the reception, 
stead of the lawn as usual. 


The good wishes of the visitors were 
extended by Gen. A. C. Litchfield and 
Dr. C. M, C. Campbell, both of Oak- 
mont. 
Major McKinley 
responded 
from the opera house stage, arriving 
there shortly before noon. 
When he 
finished 
his address to the Hulton 
delegation he introduced Senator Cul- 
lom, who spoke briefly.

Eldred 
was in this city two weeks ago, and 
went from here to Indianapolis.

Hodges sent him flOO at that place. 
When the cashier received notice to 
send $50 to Fort Wayne he did not 
suspect 
anything wrong, but whan 
immediately after sending the money 
he got a telegram instructing him to 
remit money to Ben. R. Eldred at 
Chicago, he knew there was something 
crooked, and steps were taken to place 
the "Eldred" in this city under arrest. 


Photographs of the genuine Eldred 
accompanied the letter received today, 
and they in no way resemble the man 
now behind the bars awaiting a hear- 
ing.

William Imswiler Meets a Sad

LOCAL LINES. 


CAIRO, Sept. 19,—A special dispatch 
from Kerma, the Dervish post on the 
Nile, announces that the troops of the 
khalifas evacuated that place when the 
Anglo Egyptian forces arrived there 
today. 
The garrison of Kerma crossed 
the river and took up a position at El 
Haair, on the western side of the river. 
Under cover of the fire of the Anglo- 
Egyptian artillery three of the gun 
boats of the expedition passed up the 
Nile and shelled the enemy's position. 
The gunboats also sunk a Dervish 
steamer which opened fire upon them. 
Colonel Vill, of the Anglo-Egyptian 
expedition, was slightly wounded. The 
casualties on the Egyptian side were 
insignificant. 
The loss of the enemy is 
not stated. 


LONDON, Sept. 19.—General Sir Her- 
bert Kitchener, in command of the 
Ango-Egyptian expedition to Dongola, 
telegraphed today from Kerma, on the 
Nile, to the war office, announcing that 
he occupied Kerma without opposition 
at dawn, the enemy having retired to 
the west bank at El Hsfir. The dis- 
patch adds that the Siedar shelled the 
enemy's position on the east bank and 
that under the cover of this fire three 
gunboats passed up the river on the 
way to Dongola. sinking the enemy's 
steamer and inflicting heavy loss upon 
the Dervishevs. 
Naval Commander 
Colville was slightly wounded and an 
Egyptian officer and three men were 
wouuded. 
The steamer El Teb struck 
the rocks at the south end of the Han- 
neck cataract. 
The Siedar remains at 
Kerma with the main force, awaiting 
further news of the enemy.

J . T. Brooks at the Princess Kink—

Iit tiie prMenjbpditical campaign the 
diapoaition to disregard party lines is 
'inora l^nehd perhaps than it has ever 


been before in the history of our coun- 
try. 
In each of the parties there is 
what is termed a "bolt," and in two of 
these pa rties the division of sentiment 
has resulted from the saxrie caufle—the 
silver question. 


The bolt in the republican party 
occurr«d in consequence of the adop- 
tion of a platform declaring in, favor of 
the gold standard as the monetary sys- 
tem of the nation; that in the demo 
cratic party because the national con- 
vention of tiiat party declared in favor 
of the free oomage of silver. 


having bolted, what to do about it 
was the next queetion. 
The silver re- 
publicans answered by meeting a few 
weeks later at St. Louis and declaring 
cut and out for the nominees of the 
democracy; the gold democrats held a 
convention at Indianapolis and adopted 
a platform in harmony with their ideas 
on the money question and nominated 
candidates of their own. 


This independence in politics is one 
of the hopeful signs of the times and 
out of it will grow results which will 
do much toward« the advancing of 
better government. 
The function of 
political parties and the only reason 
for their existence is that they may 
afford means by which the voice of the 
people may be heard and their votes 
intelligently c6ncentrated upon 
the 
issues which from time to time demand 
settlement. 
Far too often the party 
machinery is prostituted to the personal 
ends of the party leaders or intereste^d 
factions. 


The duty of the voter is to cast his 
ballot for the issue, not the party or 
candidate, as both the party and candi- 
date are but instruments to gain an 
end. The hope of the nation, good 
government, lies with the voters who 
first ask what the party represents,

Murders In the United State»» 


Rev. C. S. Gardner recently preached 
a striking sermon on the impunity with 
which murder is committed in the 
United States. He had especial reference 
to his own city of Greenville, S. C., in 
the charges he hurled at our incompetent 
judge and jury system, but his words fit 
more or less the whole country. 
Inci- 
dentally they reveal the cause, perhaps, 
of 80 many lynchings in the south. 


Mr. Gardner says our jury system is 
a farce. He gives soma appalling statis- 
tics of the growth of murder in the 
country: 


In 1889 there were cqmmittcd in the United 
States 8,567 murders. In the year 1895, 10,50C 
murders. Li ISSi) there were 58 murders to 
everj^ 1,000,000 persons. In 1895 there were 115 
persons murdered to every 1,000,000 people. 
As might be expected, the executions of mur- 
derers have been in almost exactly inverse 
proportion. One out of 45 murderers Was ex- 
ecuted in 1889, one out of 74 was executed in 
1895, and, as egain might naturally be inferred, 
lynchings have increased in like porportion. 
But this is a light matter compared with the 
record of Greenville county. There have been 
33 murders committed in this county within 
the last three years and a half, and there has 
been one execution in that time. Greenville 
county's record is twice as bad as the average 
community of the same population in the Unit- 
ed States, and that means that you and I are 
living in one of the worst communities in the 
nation. The facts are these: We have no law 
against murderers in Greenville county. We 
have a law against murder, but we have none 
against murderers. 


A Ili-storlo Aiuilversury. 


Second only to the Decluratiou of lu- 
(lopoudoiioc! iis u historic document is 
tho farewell address of Washinj^tou. It 
is 100 years this 19th of September 
since it was given to the public first 
through the columns of the Philadelphia 
Advertiser. It is a time now for school.«? 
and histori(i and political clubs to havii 
that noble document made familiar to 
all the people of this country. 


At tho very beginning of tho brave 
old paper wo are struck with the genu- 
ine note of relief tliat the first pre.sideut 
sounds at the prospect of being released 
from office and of being free to go back 
to that agriculture which was Etili, as 
it had been before the Revolution, his 
favorite occupation. 
It is plain that 
Washington would rather have been a 
successful farmer than president. 
Ho 
declares in the most solemn manner 
that nothing can induce him to accept 
a presidential nomination for a third 
term now that the country is strong and 
the government firmly established. 
Ho 
declares, and wo know he is t-elling the 
truth, that "the acceptance of and con- 
tinuance in the office to which your 
suffrages have twicc called me have 
been a uniform sacrifice of inclination 
to the opinion of du.y and to a defer- 
ence for what appeared to be your do- 
sire. " 


The great first president saw with 
clairvoyant eye and warned the young 
republic against certain sources of dan- 
ger. 
"Entangling alliances" with for- 
eign nations is a phrase which has be- 
come historic, and the heeding of the 
warning from tho early days of the re- 
public till now has undoubtedlykept us 
out of serious trouble. 


But there were other dangers against 
which the father of our courctry cau- 
tioned us. 
One, of especial moment, is 
as 
follows: 
"In 
contemplating the 
causes which may disturb our Union it 
occurs as a matter of serious concern 
that any ground should have been fur- 
nished for characterizing parties by geo- 
graphical 
discriminations — northern, 
southern, Atlantic and western. To the 
efficacy and permanency of your Uuion 
a government for the whole is indispens- 
able." 


Washington was profotmdly grieved 
over that bitterness of political party 
spirit which, if possible, was more pro- 
nounced in his day even than it is now. 
Hè said: "Let me warn you in the most 
solemn manner against the baneful ef- 
fects of the spirit of party generally. 
The alternate dominion of ctne faction 
over another, sharpened by the spirit ol' 
revenge 
natural to party dissension, 
which in different ages and countries 
has perpetrated the most horrid enor- 
mities, is itself a frightful despotism.'" 


Our first president, looking steadfatst- 
ly forward to the time, not far off, when 
he would be, as he says, "«consigned to 
the mansions of rest, " further exhorts 
the citizens of the country he loved with 
such pure patriotism to ' 'ptromote as an 
object of primary importance institu- 
tions for the diffusion of general knowl- 
edge" and to "cherish 
the 
public 
credit." 


Touching and beautiful are^our first 
president's fervent good wishes for the 
welfare of his fellow countrymen of his 
own time and of all time. He hoped« for 
us: 


That heaven may continue toiyouithe cboic- 
est tokens of its beneficence. 


That your union and brotherly affectiMi 
may be perpetual. 


That the free constitution which is the work 
of your hands may be sacredly maintained. 


That its administration in every departmeni 
may be stamped with wisdom and virtue. 


That the happiness of the people of these 
states, under the auspices of libertj', may be 
made complete by so careful a ppeserv-itipn 
and so prudent a use of this blessing, as well 
as acquire to them the glory of recommend!inp 
it to the applause, the affectàon and adoptdon 
of every nation which is yet.« stranger to ;tt. 


And he solemnly enjodned on us to— 
Observe good faith and justice toward all 
nations. 
Cultivate peace »nd harniony wiih 
all., Religion and morality enjoin such con- 
duct, and can it be that good policy does uot 
equally enjoin it? It will be -worthy of a fre«, 
enlightened and at no distant period a groarf; 
nation to give to mankind the magnanimom: 
and too novel example of a people alwayn 
guided by an exalted justice and benevolenoa 


The chainless bicycle promises to be 
a feature of the wheeling of 1897, For 
some years inventors have been experi 
menting with devices designed to do 
away with the clumsy chain and sprock- 
et method of transmitting power. 
It 
is claimed that some »of these experi- 
ments have been successful, and that 
next year as maiiy of the chainless 
wheels as can be made will be put upon 
tho market. 
Instead of the chain and 
sprocket a beveled gear will be used in 
the wheel of the future to transmit 
power. The beveled gear will be closely 
incased, so that it will not catch dust. 
It will be operated by ii^uns of ball 
bearings. 
Then the cycli.st will be re- 
leased from having to cican his chain 
and oil it uud keep it in order. 
To wo- 
men esijcciiilly tho lacv.- uiachino will be 
specially advaiitag(;ous, as it will take 
away the weight of both the chain and 
the heavy ehalu guuni which i.s neces- 
sary to prevoiit their ciotliiuf-' from be- 
coniiii;,' I'lj'auigied. The ^bcvo]i'd gear 
machiiiu i.s .said to po.sse.ss ifereat superi- 
ority over the chain and sprocket wheel 
in the matter of light and ca,sy run- 
ning. It can climb hills with much icss 
trouble. 
It may be therefore that cy- 
cling is on tho point of another trans- 
formation.

Frenchman 
named 
Bonnel de 
Mezieres 
has explored the so called 
desert of Sahara and reported that itde 
not at all such a desolate tract as the 
school geographies have represented it 
from time immemorial. ' On the con- 
trary, he declares there isian abundant 
substratum of water that only needs to 
be tapped in order to giveiall the mois- 
ture necessary for transforming 
the 
dread Sahara into fruitful orchards, 
grainfields and gardens. 
There would 
still be, to be sure, the difficulty of the 
shifting sands which, driven hither and 
thither by the winds, swallow up and 
destroy vegetation. 


But our enthusiastic Frenchmanihas 
a remedy even for the shifting sands. 
There is a tough and disagreeable weed" 
called the saghalin which certain seed 
sellers have been trying to get Ameri- 
can stockmen to cultivate, claiming 
that it is a famous forage plant. 
Bew 
of our farmers have been takeniin by 
the fraud, fortunately. 
But M. de Me- 
zieres says that if the saghalin were 
planted in the desert it would soon fix 
tho sands and transform them>into civ- 
ilized soil 
And perhaps it would. 
It 
ought to. 


Furthermore, our enthusiasttsays that 
Sahara, even as it is, is nothing likenso 
arid as the rascally Arabs and guidbes 
represent. In order to mislead travelers 
and get money out of them these fal- 
lows guide them to their destination by 
the longest and hardest routes. 
They 
know well of rivers and springs»whose 
location is never revealed to travtelers. 


After all, though, with potatoes 2 
cents a pound, with corn 20 cents a 
bushel, with wheat and beautiful red 
astrakhan 
apples being fed to hogs, 
because of low prices, what is the use 
of developing more farming land?

1 HE quest^ion often 
arises as 
to 
the 
methods employed 
by the 
police 
in 
keeping 
track 
of 
professional crimi- 
nals, and 
to 
the 
manner of identifi- 
cation 
when 
a 
^ 
criminal is placed 
under arrest. 
At 
one time it would 
have required columns to do justice to 
the subject, but now it can 
be 
dis- 
patched in a few lines, the identifica- 
tion of criminals having been reduced 
to a science by Clerk Richard Silsbee, 
of the Detroit detective bureau. 


When that city makes an arrest their 
first effort is to secure the criminal 
record of the prisoner, and to do this 
much valuable time ie consumed and a 
large amount of money is annually ex- 
pended. 
In many cases the prisoner 
has been known to set the police at 
defiance, refusing to give them 
the 
slightest inkling as to his identity, 
and declining to answer any questions 
touching on his previous movements. 
The police authorities would then send 
the 
man's 
description 
broadcast 
through the country ¡in,thje hope that he 
would be wanted al: some place or an- 
other. 
Failing to hear frpm the au- 
thorities of other cities, the prisoner 
would be given his liberty, and the 
police might later hear that he 
was 


RICHARD SILSBEE. 
wanted for a serious crime and that 
á large reward was offered for his |ap- 
prehension. 


Such an incident is now almost im- 
possible in Detrlot especially, owing to 
the record system recently completed 
by Clerk Silsbee, and which has prov- 
en of great assistance to the detectives 
i s well as a money saver, to the police 
"department. 
So complete in its de- 
tail is the system that it matters not 
how long after registration, the crim-^ 
inal, if again arrested, can be identi- 
fied within five minutes after he 
is 
brought into the central station. 
He 
secured all the criminal papers accessi- 
ble and from these cut out the photo- 
graphs of noted crooks, together with 
a list of the men's various crimes. All 
newspaper clippings bearing on 
the 
case were secured and 
these 
were 
pasted on the back of cards arranged 
for the purpose and filed away for fu- 
ture reference. 
A large quantity 
of 
these clippings accumulated, and as 
he had no suitable place for them Mr. 
Silsbee made a demand on the 
de- 
partment for a large cabinet and 
a 
number of books, but as yet the police 
officials took no interest in his work 
and the demand was not granted. 


Some three or four years ago a ne- 
gro, Frank Lawson, shot a police of- 
ficer in New York, and 
after 
being 
sentenced to prison for ten years man- 
aged to escape. 
On Atwater 
street, 
near the Brush street depot, in that 
city, was formerly a resort known as 
the Chicago house. One day the local 
police raided the place and brought 
in a number of suspects, 
who 
were 
taken into the detective 
office 
and 
questioned, ámong them being a col- 
ored man. 
After looking at the man 
for some minutes Mr. Silsbee remem- 
bered the New York case and in look- 
ing up his records found a photograph 
of the man and a history of his crime. 
This was given to Capt. Baker, who 
closely questioned Lawson, but the lat 
ter denied being the man wanted by 
the New York police. The photograph 
was then shown him and at this point 
the man weakened, confessed his crime 
and was held until officers came here 
and took him back to New York. This 
incident led the police authorities to 
think there was something in Silsbee's 
plans and he was at 
once 
given 
requisition for the articles he needed 
to complete his system. 


Among the articles asked for 
and 
received from the department by Mr 
Silsbee was a folder, which plays an 
important part in connection with the 
sj'stem.

is printed à brief synopsis of the case, 
giving the name, alias, date of arrest, 
and crime imputed to the prisoner; also 
the Bertlllon and index numbers. With- 
in the folder is placed the Bertillon 
blank, wiUi the prisoner's: measure- 
ments, the date of his arrest, the of- 
fense, and the disposition of the case;

murderer of whose 
guilt there is no 
doubt 
will 
cling 
tenaciously to the 
plea of insanity as 
an extenuation of 
his crime, says the 
New York World. But here is the re- 
markable story of a cunning murderer 
who feigned insanity even before the 
commission of the crime, surrendered 
himself red-handed to the police and 
confessed the deed, while his foolish 
utterances and the peculiarly shocking 
and unnatuial circumstances of 
the 
murder convinced the judges that none 
but a madman could have committed 
so hideous a crime. 


So complete and masterly was the 
acting of the assassin that even the 
lunacy experts who examined him were 
deceived. One false step, however, ex- 
posed the murderer and turned his feet 
from the asylum to the guillotine. 


At about 11 o'clock on the night of 
Dec. 9, 1895, a young man carrying a 
traveling bag of black serge presented 
himself at the gate of the hospital of 
St. Louis, in the 
Rue 
Bichat. 
The 
satchel, which was suspended fi-om his 
shoulder by a leather strap, bulged at 
the sides as if it contained a spherical 
object. 


"Eh bien!" he cried to the doorkeep- 
er. "I ccme to ask you to examine my 
brother, who is very ill. 
ppen the 
door for us." 


When tiie door was opened he at 
once entered and stepped into the re- 
ception room, saying that he wanted to 
consult a doctor concerning his brother 
and that he had heard voices that had 
ordered him to make this great sacri- 
fice. Alarmed by the man's incoherent 
talk and his wild aspect, the doorkeep- 
er called two porters, who took him 
around to the commissaire of police at 
the Porte St. Martin. 


There the man opened the satchel 
and held it under the light of a gas- 
burner. The police agents were horri- 
fied to see that it contained the head of 
a young man of about 20. 


The madman, as they believed him to 
be, said to them: 


"It is my brother's head! My brother 
Alphonse!" 


This head, which had been skillfully 
severed from thé trunk, was covered 
with brownish-golden hair. 
The fea- 
tures showed refinement. 


The commissaire of police sought by 
prudent and searching 
questions 
to 
find out how the madman had come in- 
to possession of the head. The fratri- 
cide^replied without hesitation that his 
name was Baptiste Labor!e, bom at 
Calvinet, arrondissement of 
Aurillac, 
on April 5, 1868. He was a house-ser- 
vant of the mayor of Pouilly-les-Fosses 
and had had for some time the idea 
that his| brother Alphonse, who lived 
at home with his father in Senezuerges, 
was very unhappy there because his 
father was a man of violent temper. 
There was only one way in which his 
brother could be relieved 
from 
his 
misery, he said, and that was to kill 
him. 


This being resolved upon he left the 
employ of the mayor and with 300 
francs, his wages, walked 
to Melun, 
where he bought a revolver and a box 
of cartridges for 20 francs. At another 
shop he purchased a butcher's knife. 
He then took the train and arrived at 
Senezergues. His brother was working 
at a neighbor's, so he had supper with 
his father and awaited his brother's 
return. 


When his brother came 
hom£ he 
asked him to accompany 
him on a 
short walk. 
Alphonse consented, and, 
when they were out of hearing, Bap- 
tiste drew his revolver and shot him, 
killing him instantly. Then he cut off 
the head and, after washing the severed 
part in a brook, put it in his bag and 
took a train for Paris. 


At 6:45 he arrived at the Orleans sta- 
tion. 
On the train he had made the 
acquaintance of two men, with whom 
he had dinner at a cafe near the sta- 
tion. 
He had spent the evening in 
walking about Paris and at 11 o'clock 
had rung the bell at the gate of the St. 
Louis hospital. 


The assassin furnished all these de- 
tails in a simple tone and with un- 
wavering voice. It was only when he 
mentioned his dead 
brother's 
name 
that he showed any excitement. Then 
his eyes protruded from their sockets 
and he declared that to kill his broth- 
er was the only thing that remained, 
since he was so unhappy. 
He 
ex- 
claimed: 


"It was my duty to get him away 
from my father and I obeyed the Most 
High, who ordered me to perform the 
task. I loved him very much." 


On the third day of the trial a dra- 
matic scene was enacted. 
In one of 
the pockets of the dead Alphonse a de- 
tective had found a note written by 
his brother threatening him with death 
if he did not cease paying attention to 
a young woman who lived in Senezer- 
gues. Baptiste was her 
fiance. 
The 
note also referred to 10,000 
francs 
which had been left them jointly by 
their grandfather and which," it ap- 
pears, Alphonse hàd entirely^ 
appro- 
priated to his own use. 


The face of 
the 
prisoner 
turned 
deathly pale while the letter was being 
read by one of the judges, and whec 
it was finished he broke down com- 
pletely, wept like a child and made a 
full confession. He was condemned to 
the guillotine 
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Brutality oa the Illffh Sea.

Rereiitly 
Appointed 
to 
the Cabinet as 
Secretary of the Interior. 


Ex-Governor David R. Francis of 
Missouri, 
who has 
been 
named 
to 
succeed Hoke Smith to the secretary- 
ship of the interior, has been the pet 
of the Missouri democracy ever since 
he made his debut in politics in 1885. 
It was twelve years ago, when he was 
a slender, handsome fellow of 34, that 
Mr. Francis was a delegate to the na- 
tional democratic convention, and the 
year following he was nominated for 
the mayoralty of St. Louis. 
He had 
just been elected the president of the 
St. Louis Merchants' Exchange and 
was at the head of one of the largest 
grain shipping and grain 
commission 
houses in the west. He was elected over 


DAVID R. FRANCIS, 
a republican opponent in a republican 
city. Four years previous to his elec- 
tion that opponent was elected mayor 
by a majority of 14,000 votes. While 
mayor Mr. Francis entertained Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Cleveland at his own 
house during the president's visit to 
St. Louis, and the young Missourian 
vastly pleased Mr. Cleveland. 
Since 
that time they have been good friends. 
In 1888 Mr. Francis was elected gover- 
nor, and Missourians were wont to look 
forward to his being president 
some 
day. 
He was born in Kentucky and 
was a republican in politics prior to 
the nomination of James G. Blaine in 
1884.

wrote, "Dogs, ye have had your day." 
Had he known to what extravagant ex- 
cesses the rich and idle women of the 
end of the nineteenth cenfrary were to

carry their fondness for dogs he would 
have used a different and more appro- 
priate metaphor, for Homer was very 
particular about such things. 


In fact, the modern pet dog is just 
beginning to have his day. 
And su^h a 
day it is. Sensible persons will scarcely 
credit the extent to which feminine 
foolishness in regard to pet dogs is car- 
ried. 
Now, al*ost every one admires 
dogs, and nearly eveiy dog owner will 
own up to being guilty of a certain 
amount of mild lunacy in pet ting them, 
but all. must agree that some of the 
extravagances 
which 
the fashionable 
worldlings go to in their treatment of 
their canine pets is rank idiocy. 


It is in Paris, that city of eccentric 
inodes, that the aristocracy of the dog 
is most complete. London society wom- 
en are almost as inane, and the fashion- 
ables of New York and Chicago are fast 
adopting these senseless customs. 


There are very few of liie women 
who pose as leaders of society in either 
of these four cities who do not own from 
one to half a dozen toy dogs. 
Some of 
them employ maids whose sole duties 
are to look aft^r the wants of these 
canine swells. 
A few years ago about 
the only method of pampering the pets 
was to load them witii, jeweled collars 
and feed them on ea^néivé dainties. Of 
late years, however, the ' equipment of 
toy dogs has been increased until 
it 
now cuts a pretty figure in the expense 
account which the indulgent husband 
has to settle. 


The canine aristocrat of today not 
only wears collars of goM and silver 
which sometimes blaze with diamonds, 
but he has complete costumes for every 
occasion. 
He has his mon\ing suit or 
dress, his calling costume, his reception 
gown and his robe de nuit or pyjamas. 
He is "tubbed" regularly, he has his 
morning walk in the park with Jeems 
or the maid, he drives in the afternoon 
and he is a prominent figure at teas and 
receptiona 
In both Paris and London 
there are dog tailors who make a busi- 
nes of furnishing dog clothes. There are 
dog hairdressers, dog dentists and dog 
doctors. 


London has even a dog's club. 
This 
institution 
is called the Doge' Toilet 
club. 
It is located in New Bond street, 
where it is handy to the fashionable 
quarters. The club occupies luxuriously 
furnished rooms and is used, as â place 
where wealthy dog owners may have 
their pets barbered 
and 
bathed and 
dressed according to the prevailing fash- 
ion. 
Perhaps you think that a dog's 
toilet is a simple affair. Far from it. A 
dandy dog must have his hair sham- 
pooed, combed, brushed and clipped. 
His eyes must be bathéd in rosewatcr, 
his nails filed and oiled and polished 
with all the art of a manicure, and then 
he must be dresEed in the mode before 
he is peady to appear in society. 


It is said that in Paris no less than 
5,000 dogs have their clothes made by 
their own tailors. 
An outfit of plain 
dog clothes may be bought for about §65. 
This will 
include six nightgowns of 


or HIS own anu is nor nappy nmess nis 
pampered palate is tickled daily by his 
favorite dishes. 
Sometimes it is for 
game that doggio hungers, and there is 
a story told of one high bred terrier who 
would turn up his nose at anything less 
choice than broiled breast of pheasant 
served on a silver plattor. French bon- 
bons, ice cream, cake and all sorts of 
choice sweetmeats form a part of the 
ordinary diet of these pets of fashion, 
and their mistresses take pride in show- 
ing off his dogship's gastronomical ec- 
centricities. 


No wonder dog doctors and dog den- 
tists are often in demand and that dog 
hospitals 
flourish. 
The dog dentist is 
particularly a busy man. 
Naturally 
dogs' teeth do not require any attention, 
but after thoy have been subsisting for 
mouths on an unnatural diet their teeth 
begin to show the effects, and, although 
they enjoy many pleasures which their 
more democratic brothers of the streets 
never heard of, yet they have to pay for 
it by their sufForing with toothache and 
in the dentist's chair. 
Sometimes false 
teeth take the place of the natural ones 
that have been destroyed by candy and 
other dainties. 
A Chicago dog dentist 
once made a complete set of teeth for a 
pet setter. 
Each tooth had to be manu- 
factured separately, and then the plate 
had to be fitted to doggie's mouth. The 
bill for the job was §650 and was paid 
without 
a murmur 
by the wealthy 
woman 
who owned the unfortunate 
beast. 
Cases of filling dogs' teeth with 
gold are frequent. 


Dog doctors also charge good prices 
for their work. 
Most of them run dog 
hospitals, where they can take the pa- 
tients and have absolute care of them 
for a few weeks. 
Often the animal is 
found to be suflFering from nothing but 
want of exercise and too rich food. 
A 
week or two with dog biscuit as a diet 
and a daily run about the yard soon 
brings them around all right. 


Dog etiquette is carried to the utmost 
limit only in Paris. In that city, where 
the word home is unknown, it is con- 
sidered extremely bad taste for a lady 
to be seen driving out with her chil- 
dren.

The Choetaw Nation recently held an 
election ;ind chose a new chief. 
Now 
the successful candidate is in hourly 
danger of being killed by a desperate 
band of his political opponents. 
Truly 
the game of politics as played by the 
noble red man is full of excitement. 


Green McCurtain is the new chief of 
the Choctaws. 
He would hardly come 
up to the popular idea of an Indian 
chief, for he lives in a comfortable 
house instead of a wigwam, he wears 
clothes of a fashionable cut instead of 
a blanket and leggings, and his speech 
shows that he is a well educated man, 
of broad views arid much refinement. 
As a matter of fact, Chief McCurtain 
would Ije a leader of men in almost any 
community, and it is not at all sur- 
prising that he has come to the front 
in the Indian Territory. He is said to bo 
the wealthiest man in the Choctaw Na- 
tion, having accumulated a fortune of 
over $125,000 in the cattle business. 


Physically as well as mentally he is 
a model leader, for he stands two or 
three inches over 6 feet and is of heavy 
build. 
His swarthy face indicates de- 
termination in every line, and it is this 
quality of character which has led him 
to brave the fury of his people. 


Chief McCxirtain has for several years 
been a supporter of the allotment policy 
by which the authorities at Washington 
have hoijed to finally settle the trouble- 
some Indian question for good and all. 
At present the Choctaws and the other 
four nations hold their lands in com- 
mon. 
Any Indian with the money and

known as the battlefield of Antietam. 
Yv'itliin two hours after President Lin- 
coln's first call for volunteers he enlisted 
in Company A, First Illinois artillery. 


He went with his regiment to Cairo, 
where he was under General Grant; re- 
cnlisted for the entire war July 10, 
1861, and was promoted the same year 
to adjutant of the Thirteenth 
Illinois 
cavalry. 
He served with that regiment 
on the st-ilf of General John W. David- 
son during the march to Helena and 
Little Rock, Ark. During the Arkansas 
campaign he was assigned to command 
the regiment, and in 1803 he assi.sted in 
raising the Third Arkan.sas cavalry. IIo 
was promoted to major of this regiment 
and 
eontinued 
to command it until 
nearly the close of the war, participat- 
ing in all the important batth^s under 
General Steele.

peace had been declared he 
went to Omaha, where his brntiiin-, the 
late Bishop Clark.son, resided, and has 
lived in Oinaha ever since.

they/ h.ave & family of five children. 
Major Clarkson has taken ii somewhat 
active interest in polities and was post- 
master (if Omaha during Harrison's ad- 
ministration. 
His interest in the G. A. 
R. has been strong also. 
He served vn 
the executive committee of the national 
council of administration of that organ- 
iz;ition for three siiceessive years and | 
was elected dej)artmeut commander of 
Nebraska in 1890. 
Ho has also been 
commander of tiie Loyal Legion of tliat 
state.

the ambition is at liberty to fence off as 
much laud as he chooses for himself. 
This privilege has been taken advantage 
of by the wealthier and more powerful 
members of the tribe to the injury of 
the poorer and weaker Indians. 
Under 
allotment it is propased to divide all 
the lands held by the tribe into three 
grades, according to desirability, and 
to give to every man, woman and child 
of the nation an equal share, or 070 
acres apiece, besides leaving enotigh to 
give every freedman in the nation 40 
acres. 
The Indian is to use his land as 
he chooses and can even lease it for a 
term of not more than five ycar.s, but 
all titles are to remain with the nation 
for a certain term of years, at the end 
of v,'hich a deed is given, either to him 
or to his heirs. In the case of the towns 
which are scattered through the terri- 
tory, it is proposed to divide them up 
into lots of equal size and lea.se them to 
those who have already built or desire 
to build on them. 


This is the policy for which Chief 
McCtirtaiu has long contended. At first 
ho stood almost alone, but gradually he 
drew followers to his side, although the 
majority of iiis people, even those w'ho 
had been his warm personal friends, ac- 
cused him of becoming a traitor. 
The 
trouble was they did not understand the 
ways and methods of civilization, and 
tiiey did not realize that it would soon 
become impracticable to hold all their 
land in common as they had done for 
years before. 


At the recent election the majority 
of the Choctaws were undoubtedly op- 
posed to the allotment scheme, but they 
were so anxious to defeat McCurtain 
and his policy that they were not con- 
tent to put up one man against him. So 
they selected three candidates. 
Those 
in favor of allotment all rallied under 
the McCurtain banner, and when the 
votes were counted it was found that 
he had been elected by a narrow mar- 
gin. Angry at their defeat at the polls, 
some of the more desperate full bloods 
organized a band and surrouuded Mc- 
Curtain's home, near Sans Bois, 
but 
they fouJid it protected by a faithful 
band of his supporters and slunk off. 


Chief McCurtain is not a full blood 
himself, but is what is known in the 
territory as a "three-quarters blood," 
his grandfather, from whom he gets his 
name, having been a Scotchman. 
In 
intelligence ho is head and shoulders 
above the rest of his tribe. 
He has a 
good ednratioji and has traveled exten- 
sively, not only in this country, but in 
Europe. 
He 
understands better than 
most of his follow tribesmen what is 
best for the Choctaws, and there is no 
doubt that he has the best interests of 
the nation at heart. 


The (.Jhoctaw government is modeled 
after our state gOivernments. 
Tho chi(.;f 
takes the p];ir(^ of a governor and there 
is a legislative l;r>dy composed of an up- 
per and a lower house. 
Their judiciary 
is fairly widl organized also. 
What tho 
Indians lack chiefly are schools. 
There 
are a few, but not enough. 
The young 
Indians who are educated will be much 
better aide to handle the affair.s of their 
nation than are most of tiieir fathers, 
some of whom cannot speak a word of 
Englis-h ami have very crude ideas of 
civilization.

ical Career, 


There are many points of resemblance 
about 
the careers of 
.John 
McAuley 
Palmer and Simon Bolivar 
Buckner, 
the presidential candidates of the new 
National Democratic party. 
Both are 
sons of old Kentucky. 
Each bears the 
title of general, althoufih Palmer fought 
on the Union side and Buckner with 
the Confederates. They are both lawyer.«. 
Each has been governfcir of a state, and 
each is well on in the seventies, at an 
age when most men are out of political 
life. 


Mr, Palmer was born at Eagle Creek, 
Scott county, Ky., on Sept. 18, 1817, 
and when 14 years old his parents re- 
moved to Madison county. 111. 
Wl.en 
he was 18, he entered Alton college, 
now known as Shurtleff college, but 
was obliged to leave at the end of the 
first year because of lack of funds. Then 
he tatight school and read law for a 
number of years. 
He was admitted to 
the bar in 1839 and rose in his profes- 
sion so rapidly that in 1843 he became 
Judge Palmer. 
From that time until 
the beginning of the civil war he was 
active in politics, but at the first call 
for 
volunteers 
ho enlisted 
and was 
elected colonel of the Fourteenth regi- 
ment, Illinois infantry. 


His war record is a long and honora- 
ble one. 
After taking part in several

prominent engagements he was pro- 
moted in 1802 to major general of vol- 
unteers, and a year later was put in 
command of the Fourteenth army corps. 


For more than half a century Mr. 
Palmer has been an active and promi- 
nent figure in national politics. 
A con- 
temporary of Stephen A. Douglas and 
Abraham Lincoln, he has outlived them 
many years. 
Originally a Jeffersonian 
Democrat, he left his party to assist in 
the founding of the Republican party, 
and later returned to his first choice. 


His political career was begun before 
the war. 
In 1852 he was elected as a 
Democrat to the state .senate of Illinois. 
He held his seat until 1856, when he 
quarreled with the party leaders and 
resigned his seat. 
Then he cast his lot 
with the Republicans for a time, and 
that same year was made president of 
their state convention. 
He was sent as 
a delegate to tho Republican 
national 
convention at Philadelphia and helped 
Fremont for president. In 1859 the Re- 
Ijublieans nominated him for congress, 
but he was defeated. 
A year later he 
was one of the electors who made Lin- 
coln president. 
In 1868 iie was elected 
governor as a Republican, After serving 
four years he left tho Republican paity 
and supported Greeley for president. ,Iu 
1876 he was prominently mentioned at 
the St. Louis Democratic convention for 
the presidency as a "hard money" man 
in opposition to tho greenback candi- 
date, but he did not receive the nomi- 
nation. 
From that time on he led his 
party in several hard fotight campaigns. 
Three times he was the Democratic can- 
didate for senator from Illinois, but 
each time was defeated. 
Finally, in 
1890, he was elected after a long dead- 
lock in the legislature. 
His term will 
expire March 3. 


Mr. Buckner, the vice presidential 
candidate, was born in Hart county, 
Ky., April 1, 1823. 
He was graduated 
at West Point aiid saw active service in 
the Mexican war while still a youth, 
being slightly wounded at Cherubusco. 
Ho resigned from tho iirmyin 1855, and 
after liviiig awhile in Chicago and then 
in Nashvilie settled in Louisville. When 
the war broke out, ho accepted a briga- 
dier general's commission in the Con- 
federate army. 
He served throughout 
hostilities, being twice captured—once 
at Fort DoneLson, where General Grant 


.SIMON K. r.rcRXKi:. 
won iiis first important victory, Mid 
ag-ain at Baton Kouge, in 1805. 
He re- j 
tired with the lank of lieutenant gen- j 
eral. After th.e war he returiK-d to Ke;;- 
iueli^- and settled down on his extensive 
plantation. 
Ke was elected fiovernor of 
the state in 1887, and sinc(! the dose of 
his <'xerutivo terni has been living in 
retirenient on liis brcad acres in Havt 
county.

Perliaps many people have lost sight of 
Monteneicro since their school days, for it 
has not figured prominently in European 
politics for more than a generation. 
This 
littlo country, which appears only as n. 
minute patch on the map of Europe, is all 
tliat is left of what was once the great 
Servian nation. 
It lies between Austria 
and Turkey in Europe, and through all 
the international disputes, through all the 
wars which have divided empires and 
kingdoms, has retained its absolute in- 
dependence. 
Nobody wants to conquer 
the Montenegrans now. 
That has been 
tried several times without much succcss. 
Tho Turks tri(Hl it two centuries ago, when 
they were sweeping everything before tlieir 
vietorioii.s arms, but they had to give it up. 


For many years Montenegro was an ap- 
panage of the throne of Itidy, but this wan 
an entirely voluntary arrangement. It be- 
gan in the thirteenth and fourteenth cen- 
turies, when the czars of Servia were ac- 
customed to go to Italy for their brides. 
Then, wlien tho Servian empire was no 
more and all the nobles had ñcd to the 
Black Mount in, as the country is called, 
came Prince Stephen, who, like his an- 
cestors, hadmiirried the daughter of a doge 
of Venice.

the gallant prince left his kingdom in tho 
hands of a bishop and went to Venice to 
live. 
The princes who came after him did 
tho same. 


In 1G97 the ruling house of Maramonte 
becamc extinct, the bishops assumed the 
titular as well as the real control of tho 
country, and tho pleasant relations with 
Italy w^ere broken ofi'. 
From that time 
jNIontenegro was absolutely independent 
of any nation. 
In 1851 tho succession fell 
upon Danilo Petrovich, and he, at tho in- 
stigation of Russia, elected to ho proclaim- 
ed prince rather 
than bo 
consecratcd 
bishop. 


And now, after a lapse of nearly two cen- 
turies, the granddaughter of Danilo is to 
wed the Prince of Naples and thus become 
eventually qnecn of Italy. 
This will re- 
store the ancient relations, only instead of 
Italy furnishing a ruler for Montenegro 
the latter will furnish a queen for Italy. 


Physically and mentally the daughter of 
those mountain heroes is a credit to her 
race. 
Standing 6 feet in height, with tho 
figure of an amazon, black, flashing eyes 
and dark hair, Princess Helene is a Bal- 
kan beauty of the best type. She has been 
carefully edvicated at the Russian court, 
and so, although she comes from the quaint 
little capital of' Cettinje, sho will not; bo 
confused by the glory of the Italian capi- 
tal. 
True, she is not heart whole, for sho 
was as good as jilted by young Czar Nich- 
olas, but she need never fear that her fu- 
tm-e husband will taunt her of this, for it 
is one of tho choice bits of coiu't gossip in 
every European capital that the crown 
prince of Italy had paid unsuccessful suit 
to 
nearly every eligible princess from 
Westminster to St. Petersburg before ho 
was ncceptod by Princcss Helene. 


It is said that the young czar himself is 
responsible for this match. 
Dm-ingone of 
tho coronation banquets he took occasion 
to chaff the Prince of Naples on his bache- 
lorhood and then asked him why ho did 
not find a wife among the fair daughtei-s 
of the Prince of Montenegpo, adding ,io- 
coscly, "He has .several and will surely 
spare you one." 
Tho prince took the sug- 
gestion seriously and actcd upon it prompt- 
ly. 


While this marriage is certainly a very 
proper one from a political standpoint, as 
much cannot bo said for it in otlier re- 
spects. As a matter of fact they will make 
a ridiculous looking couple together, for 
the prince is as much inider height as the 
princess is above it. 
Tiie prince is un- 
doubtedly a weakling. 
Ho is less than 6 
feet tall and far from robust. 
Ho he.d a 
hard time of it, poor fellow, while ho was 
being prepared to become a king. 
In trj^- 
ing to stuff liis head v.-ith a vast amount 
of assorted kriowledge he was almost made 
n, physiee.l wreck, and several years oi 
training liave .-;earcely restored him to nor- 
mal health. 
As a child lie was undenia- 
bly ](omeiy, and years have not made Mm 
hand.';ome, althougli liis per.sonal a]ipoar- 
ance l.as iicen somewliat imjiroved. 
He 
is 27 and the i)rincess is 
years old.

Mrs. S. Agnes Hitt, the new president 
of the Woman's Belief corps, is aji Indiami 
woman who has long been prominent in 
the work of the organization. 
She was 
one of the most enthusiastic pioneers of 
the order in her state and became secretary 
and then president of her corps. 
After 
that sho became secretary and later presi- 
dent of the department of Indiana. 
On 
two occasions she has served as national 
aid and for one year she was as.'dstant na- 
tional inspector. 
Last year she was na- 
tional inspector, gaining a wide acquaint- 
ance with Relief corps women. 


Mrs. Hitt has every reason to take an 
interest in this thriving adjunct to tho 
Grand Army of the Bepublic. She was born 
and reared in Greencastle, Ind., and lived 
there during the war, while her father and 
only brother were at the front. Her father 
lost an arm at the battle of Richmond. 
In 1867 Mrs. Hitt married a veteran, Ma- 
jor Wilbur F. Hitt, who, when only 20 
years of age, was assistant adjutant general 
of a brigade.

aid the Grand Army of the Rep»iblic and 
to perpetuate tho memory of their heroic 
dciid; to assist such Union veterans as may 
need help and protection, and to extend aid 
to their w^idows and orphans; to find them 
homes and employment and assure them of 
sympathy and friends; to cherish and emu- 
late the (icetls of the army nm-ses and of all 
loyal women who rendered service to our 
country in our hour of peril; to maintain 
true allegiance to tho United States of 
America; to inculcate lessons of patriotism 
and love of country among the children 
and in the community, and to encourage 
the spread of universal liberty and equal 
rights to all." 


The Grand Army jiromptly indorsed the 
ccfrps and authorized it to use the subtitle 
"auxiliary to the G. A. R. by special in- 
dorsement of the national encampment."

As president of the Long 
Island railroad he will have charge of a 
system, which, although comparatively 
small, is a very busy one, / The ^ i g h t 
and passenger traffic over the network of 
rails which gridiron Long Idiand and con- 
nect its every point with New York city 
is enormous. 
It is not positively known 
what Mr. Baldwin's salary will be, but it

Mr. Baldwin was graduated from Har- 
vard in 1885 and for a time studied law. 
Through the influcnoe of Charles Francis 
Adams and President Eliot he entered 
the railway business, joining the staff of 
the Union Pacific as a division freight 
agent at Butte, Mo^x When Gould gained 
control of the road, Jtr, Baldwin went into 
the employ of the Pere Marquette railroad 
of Michigan and became its general man- 
ager.

Both Workttd In the CaUfernla Mines and 
Were Men of MTstery—Stronc Personal 
RcMtnblMce—Mr*. Snell's Conteat For a 
Montana Millionaire*» Estate. 
Miss Huida Snell of Fort Tejon, Cal., 
Iiaa abandonee! her claim to the millions of 
the late Andrew J. Davis of Butte, Mon., 
and one of the most sensational contests of 
'the west is closed. For several years Mrs. 
'Snell has fought for the rights she believed 
were hers as the widow of the miUionalro 
miner. Thousands of dollars have been 
«Kpended in searching out the records of 
two strangely interesting characters. Fam- 
ily histories, burled in the oblivion of for- 
gotten tombs, have been revived to prove 
the truth of a claim that meant a prinoely 
fartune.

In 1889 A. J. Davis of Butt^, 
Hon., died, leaving an estate the esti- 
mated value of which was between f 16,- 
000,000 and 120,000,000. 
In the accounts 
tlieii published of the miUlonedre there 
were many c i r c u m ^ n c e s that<6eemed to 
oonneot, with convincing proof, the hus- 
iMind of Mrs. Snell, who had disappeared 
In 1856, an^ the wealthy* miner of the 
northwest. A; J . Davis of Butte had work- 
ed l é the early fifties on the Tuolumhe 
river. He had suffered reverses and in the 
waahing away of a dam saw bis hopes of 
fidden wealth vanish.

Davis had

explained by his death. 
A year later, In 
1852, Mrs. Davis married J. E. Williams. 
The couple lived for two years on the Tex- 
as farm and then went to California They 
took up their residence at Fort Tejon, near 
the Tehachapi, where the aged woman has 
lived ever since. 
Williams had a freight- 
ing contract with the government 
His 
duties took him frequently from home and 
out on the southern roads. 


Many people stopped on their way at 
the Williams home. 
It was natural that 
the young woman should question them 
lu reference to her first husband, A. J. 
Davis, who, the stranger had told her, had 
been killed in a quarrel 
These inquiries 
reached the ears of a miner on the Tuo- 
lumne river. It was a strange coincidence 
that two men bearing the name of A. J. 
Davis were at that time mining on the 
Tuolumne river. 
Both of these men had 
been interested In the building of a dam 
that had been washed away. Both showed 
several remarkable similarities in physical

He said it had been all his 
faulty b u t tlwt he would never call another 
woman his wifft 
That was in 1855, and 
Mrs. Williams, or Mrs. Snell, as she now 
is, never saw him again. 
He left the 
mines, but .no one knew where he went. 
A t the very same time Andrew Jackson 
Davis left the Ttíolumne, and no one knew 
what became of him until his old friends 
learned in 1889 that he had died at Butte, 
Mon., leaving a fortune of between $16,- 
000,000 and f20,000,000. 


No one know what had become of Abra- 
ham John Davis, and no one knew that he 
was not Andrew Jackson Davis until De- 
tective Stilwell filled in the blank that be- 
gan in 1865 and ended in 1868. 


When Abraham John Davis left Tuo- 
lumne in 1855, he returned to his Illinois 
home and to the neighborhood in which 
his first wife still lived. 
He told his fam- 
ily of his strange experiences in the west, 
but' kept secret the episode of marriage 
that began in Arkansas and closed with 
the discovery at Fort Tejon. After remain^ 
ing a few .months in Illinois, Davis mi- 
grated to M i ^ u r i , where in Mary's coun- 
ty he purchased a farm and married his 
third wife, Mallnda Harris. 
Again his 


KDd. A. J. Davis, the first husband of Mr& 
fi^DéU, were in jniMy places always to- 
geiber, i t seemed, and Sways in pursuit 
of thè same object. 
Both were men of 
mystoy, vrttb ¿mrk yèars in their career. 
Boih were fortane hunters, and when Mrk 
SnieU remembered the parting with her 
ilzit hnsband and recalled his promise that 
ha «r<mld never make another woman his 
wlfi» shtf seened tb iinderétand why it'wàs 
thatÀu J . DaVis of Montana had never! 
married i n his latcoreareer, when h e h a d 
almost inexhaustible wealth. 
The proof 
of Identity bueame ;almo8t absolute when 
Mrs. Snell learned something of the phys- 
ical ohaiacteristios of A. J. Davis. 
She 
fUsooTered that the millionaire had a pecul- 
iar mole upon his neck, and she recalled 
Wat her huHbandhad the same curious 
anark. 


With these facts in», her possession Mrs. 
Snell wished to make her claim for the 
millions that had been accumulated in 
Montana, but her h u s b ^ d , Ansel Snell, 
would not listen to such a proposal. 
A 
year later, in 1890, he died, and the friends 
of Mrs. Snell pwsuaded her to pursue her 
lnquirie& 


The investigation was intrusted to the 
care of C. J. Stilwell, imd for three years 
he has been engaged upon it. 
When he 
h r à finished, he had proved that, in the 
face of a series of remarkable coincidences 
of identity, A. J. Davis of Montana and 
A. J. Davis, the first husband of Mrs. SneU, 
¡J. . 
were two different men. 
The history of 
I" ',. 
that investigation is of exceptional inter- 
est, for it reveals a singularly romantic 
life history. 


The history of Abraham J. Davis, the 
first husband of Mrs. Snell, begins in 1811, 
when he was born in Kentucky. 
In 1825 
his i>arents moved to Illinois, and there 
the family lived for many years. 
In 1833, 
when Abraham Davis was 22 years of ago, 
he 
eloped with Iieaner Chapman, the 
daughter of a neighboring farmer. 
The 
young i)eople were married and moved to 
Iowa, where the husband engaged in farm- 
ing. 
The married life of the couple was 
not a happy one, and in 1839 Abraham de- 
serted his young wife and three sons, the 
youngest of whom is still living in Edgar 
county, Ills. 


Davis went at once to Carroll county. 
Ark. In his wanderings he stopped at the 
home of Hulda Queen, who lived about 25 
miles from Carrollton. 
Hulda Queen aft- 
erward became his wife and is now the 
aged woman, Mrs. Hulda Snell, who until 
a few days ago believed that the A. J. Da- 
vis of Montana was the A. J. Davis who 
had married her so many years before. 


Davis did not remain long at the Queen 
farm. 
He was sorry for his desertion and 
returned to his Iowa homo. 
He remained 
only a short time, however, and went back 
to the Arkansas farm, where he began to 
make love to the girl Hulda. He came and 
went, wandering from place to place, go- 
ing v^thout taking leave and rotijrning 
without asking it. 
He wi-^ihed to hide his 
past, and that is why Mrs. Snell knew 
nothing but the merest fragments of his 
history before 1839. 


in 1841 Davis took up a permanent resi- 
dence near the Queen fixrm, going into 
partnership with a brother of Hulda. 
The 
young man lia<l evidently forgotten his 
wiie and little ones in their Iowa home 
In 1842, after three years of courtslilp. lie 
married Hulda Queen. 
His first wifo had. 
already obtained a divorce and a month or 
so later was married again. 
Her second 
husband was Jeremiah Cornuti, who took 
her and her children back to Edgar coun- 
•ty. Ills. 


Davis seemed to be happy in his new 
home in Arkansas, but he moved from 
..t? - P i ^ j i yuagtimes .dligEpeariug 


ANDREW JACKSON DAVIS. 
Wanderings began, and with his wife he 
went to Tézas. I n a few months they were 
teck 
again in Missouri, but in a few 
months more they were in Arkansas. 


They remained there until after the close 
of thé civÛ' war, when they returned to 
MiiBSonrL 
Davis engaged in several un- 
dertaking^ and in 1868 he died. His first 
wife, the woman whom he liad deserted, 
took lip her hpme near his, and two years 
ago was burled beside him In the little 
cemetery of Clinton. 


In oolleeting the remarkable and ro- 
jnantio facts i n the life bf this man of mys- 
tery Detective Stilwell destroyed whatever 
hope there m a y have been for Mrs. Hulda 
Snell to win the miUions of the Montana 
miner. 
Abraham jFohn Davis, her hus- 
band, was not Andrew Jackson Davis, the 
money maker of Butte.

Then She Had a Fit and Came Out of It 
a Saint—Has Inaplred Many Serious Up- 
rlslnK* and Gives Great Trouble to the 
Mexican OoTemment. 


Santa Teresa, the "Sonora witch," lead- 
er and inspirer of the recent Yaqui revolt 
at Nogales, is said to exemplify in her ca- 
reer the possibilities of disappointed love. 
The young woman's real name is Teresa 
Urrea. 
She in now 28 years old. 
For 
seven years she has been fomenting mis- 
chief among the turbulent Yaquia. 


When she was 16 yeprs old, Teresa was no 
more of a saint than the ordinary Mexican 
girl 9I that susceptible age. 
She had a 
lover who fully satisfied the only ideals she 
is known to have possessed. 
The young 
man promised to marry Teresa, but while 
she, trusting, allowed him to defer the 
wedding on various pretexts, he was woo- 
ing another. She stiU failed to suspect his 
double dealing when he married the other 
girL 
Teresa's first enlightenment came 
with the bride's proud parading of the per- 
fidious Yaqui before the community as le- 
gal proof of conquest. 


Teresa did not commit suicide; she did 
not do murder. 
She went into convulsion 
after convulsion, growing weaker gradual- 
ly with the severity of the attacks. 
Final- 
ly her body stiffened out in a cataleptic 
trance. The home of her parents is on the 
Palo Parado ranch, just north of Her- 
moslllo, the capital city of Sonora.

The people 
marveled at what she said. 
She had com- 
muned with the saints; she must be a saint 
herself. 
Forthwith 
she was hailed as 
Santa Teresa de Cabora. 
Cabora is the 
small township in which the Urrea ranch 
is situated. 
Thousands of Yaquis came to 
be ministered to. 


The Yaquis are not Indians. 
They are 
semlcivllized descendants of the Aztecs, 
They are fickle, suspicious, revengeful and 
superstitious. 
Inasmuch as Schlatter In 
Colorado among Americans succeeded iu 
creating a belief in his miraculous powers, 
Santa Teresa's influence among the Yaquis 
is not unnatural. 


The scene of her first operations was at 
her humble home in the heart of the Sierra 
^ d r e range. Hundreds of ignorant Mex- 
icans went on long pilgrimages'to see her, 
and the excitement grew so intense that a 
large uprising of her followers was threat- 
ened. The Indians and Mexicans purchas- 
ed arms and ammunition and were mak- 
ing preparations to follow their so callcd 
saiht in a revolution against the govern- 
ment when the authorities interposed, 
A 
large detachment of soldiers was sent to 
quell the impending uprising and to make 
the girl a prisoner. 
This body of soldiers 
had a hard time carrying out their pro- 
gramme. 


The followers of the girl massed them- 
selves around her mountain home and de- 
fied the soldiers to lay hands on her. 
The 
excitement grew rapidly, and several thou- 
sand fanatics went to the defense of the 
saint. 
Bloodshed was only averted by an 
overwhelming force of troops being sent to 
the assistance of the first detachment, and 
the girl was forcibly made a prisoner and 
her followers dispersed.

tempted to disperse the liiob of fanatic.«, 
and a number of sharp skirmishes occnr- 
rcd, cach of wl.ich resulted in a victory for 
Santa Teresa. Finally a Larger force of sol- 
diers was sout from the city of Chihuahua, 
and these were successful in dispersing the 
so called revolutionists. Santa Teresa fled 
across the river and took 
refuge witli 
friends in Texas. 
She then proceeded to 
El Paso, where sho remained for several 
months.

Text of the l4esBon, Prov. xvl, SS-33—Mem- 
ory Verses, 85-87—Golden Text, Prov. 
xvl, 35—Commentary by the Bev. D. M. 
Stearns. 


S3. "Understanding Is a wellsprlng of 
life unto him that hath it, but the instrno- 
tlon of fools Is folly," 
In verse 16 of this 
chapter we read that wisdom Is better 
than gold and understanding than silver; 
and again In phapter Iv, 7, "Wisdom Is the 
principal thing; therefore get wisdom, and 
with all thy getting get understanding." 
In I Cor, 1, 34, we read, "Christ the pow- 
er of God and the wisdom of God." 
We 
conclude, therefore, that the wellsprlng of 
Ufa Is none other than the living water, 
which is the gift of God and which be- 
comes in us a well of water springing up 
Into everlasting life (John Iv, 14), 
God 
Himself is the fountain, and when we re- 
ceive Christ we have God In us (Jer, il, 
18; John xlv, 23), 


28, "The heart of the wise teacheth his 
mouth and addeth learning to his lips." It 
is from the heart that all proceeds. 
An 
evil heart gives forth all manner of evil 
(Math, XV, 18, 19), and a good heart gives 
forth that which is helpful, for out of the 
abundance of the heart the mouth speah- 
eth (Math, xll, 84), 
The natural heart or 
carnal mind Is enmity against God and 
never can bo made subject to Him (Rom, 
viil, 7), but God offers to give a new heart 
and a new spirit (Ezek. xxxvl, 536), or. In 
other words, a new birth or a new crea- 
tion (John ill, 6, 16; II Cor, v, 17), and 
this will send forth good words from the 
lips. 


24. "Pleasant words are as an honey- 
comb, sweet to the soul and health to the 
bones." 
If we keep the words of God In 
UB, they will by the Spirit be fitted in our 
lips as the Spirit may desire to use them 
(Prov, xxll, 18). 
The people wondered at 
tho gracious words which proceeded out of 
the mouth of our Lord (Luke Iv, 33), but 
they were the words of God who spoke 
through Him (John xll, 49). 


35. ".There Is a way that seemeth right 
unto tho man, but the end thereof is the 
way of death."

It is God's way of reaching us 
and our only way of reaching God.

is one other name given under heaven by 
which we can be saved (John xiv, 8; Acts 
iv, 13).

I am telling you God's eternal truth. 


In that day of which I speak taxes 
will be a mere nothing. 
Now 
our 
business men are taxed for everything. 
City taxes, county taxes, state taxes. 
United States taxes, stamp taxes, lice use 
taxes, 
manufacturing 
taxesr—taxes, 
taxes, taxesl 
Our business men have 
to make a small fortune every year to 
pay their taxes. 
What fastens on our 
great 
industries 
this 
awful 
load? 
Crime, individual and official. 
We 
bav,3 to pay the board of the villains 
wÀo are incarcerated in our prisons. 
We have to take care of the orphans 
of those who plunged in their graves 
through 
sensual 
indulgences. 
We 
have to support the municipal govern- 
ment«, which are vast and expensive 
just in proportion as the criminal pro- 
clivities are vast and tremendous. Who 
support t h e alms houses and police 
Stations, ahd 'ail the machinery of mu- 
nicipal goternment? 
The taxpayers. 


But in the glorious time of which I 
^ipeak, grievous taxation will all havo 


oeased. 
There will be no need of sup- 
porting criminals. 
Virtue will have 
: taken the place of vice. 
There will be 
no orphan asylums, for parents will 
be able to leave a competency to their 
children. 
There wiH be no voting of 
large sums of money for municipal 
improvement, which moneys, before 
they get to the improvements, drop 
into the pockets of those who voted 
them. 
No oyer and terminer kept up 
a t vast expense to the people. 
No 
impaneling of juries to try theft and 
arson and murder ' and slander 
and 
blackmail. 
Better factories. Grander 
architecture. 
Finer equipage. Larger 
fortunes. 
Richer opulence. 
Better, 
churches. 


In that better t!ine, also, coming to 
those cities, Christ's churches will be 
more numerous, 
and they will 
be 
larger, and they will be more devoted 
to the Gospel of Jesus Christ, and they 
will accomplish greater Influences for 
good. 
Now, it is often the case that 
churches are envious of each other, 
and denominations collide with each 
other, and even ministers of 
Christ 
sometimes forget the bond of brother- 
hood. 
But in the time of which I 
speak, while there will be just 
as 
many differences of opinion as there 
are now, there will be no acerbity, no 
hypercriticism, no exclusiveness. 


In our great cities the churches are 
not to-day large enougli to hold a 
fourth 
of 
the 
population. 
The 
churches that are built, comparatively 
few of them are fully occupied. 
The 
average attendance in the churches of 
the United States to-day is net 400. 
Now, in the glorious time of which I 
speak 
there are going to be vast 
churches, and they are going to be all 
thronged with worshipers. 
Oh, what 
rQusinglsongs they will sing! Òh, what 
earnest sermons they will preach! Oh, 
what feinrent prayers they will offer! 
Now, In our time what is called a fash- 
ionable church is a place where a few 
people, having attended very carefully 
to their toilet, come and sit down— 
they do not want to be crowded; they 
like a whole seat to themselves—and 
then/if they have any timé left from 
thinking of their store, and from ex- 
amining the style of hat in front of 
them, they sit and listen to a sermon 
warranted to hit no man's sins, and 
listen to music which is rendered by a 
choir warranted to sing tunes that no- 
body knowsl 
And then, after an hour 
ahd a hftl' of indolent yawning, they 
go home refreshed. 
Every man feels 
better after he has had a sleep! 


I p many of the churches > of Christ 
in our day the music is simply a mock- 
ery. 
I have not a cultivated ear, nor 
a cultivated voice, yet no man can do 
my singing fpr me. 
I have nothing to 
say against artistic music. 
The 82 or, 
95 I pay to hear any of the gréat 
queens of song are a good investment. 
B u t when the people assemble in re- 
ligious 
ccmvocatton, 
and the hymn 
is read, 
and 
the 
angels 
of 
God 
step from 
their 
throne 
to 
catch 
the music on their wings, do ^ not let 
us drive them away by our indiffer-i 
enee. 
I have preached in 
churches 
where vast sums of money were em- 
ployed to keep up the music, and it, 
was as exquisite as 
any heard on 
earth, but I thought, at the same 
time, for .all , matters 
practical, 
J 
would prefe^ .the hearty, outbroken 
song of ^ bÍBXikWQods Meihodist camp 
meetinf^

In a book of great genius, which 
rushed from edition to edition, he said: 
"Fellow-men, I promise to show the 
means of creating a paradise within 
ten years, where everything desirable 
for human life may be had by every 
man 
in 
superabundance 
without 
labor and without pay—where 
the 
whole face of nature shall be changed 
into the most beautiful farms, and 
man may live in the most magnificent 
palaces, in all imaginable refinement

years. From the houses to be built will 
be afforded the most cultured views that 
oan be fancied.

A post-mortem examination of nearly

ing facts: 
I 


1. Congestion of the scalp and of the ^ 
membrane,of the brain, \yith much scr- 
olls (wateiy) effusion. The substance 
of the brain white and firm, as .if it had 
lain in alcohol for one or two hours. 


2. The lungs, not always, but fre- 
quently congested or inflamed. 


3. The heartflabby, enlarged, dilated, 
and loaded with fat outside; the blood , 
in it of a cherry-red color, and with no 
tendency 
to coagulate.

. 4. The stomach perfectly white, and , 
thickened in some cases; in others hav- : 
ing patches of chronic inflammation. | 
In the worst cases a large proportion of 
the stomach covered with that species 
of inflammation which causes the blood 
to be poured from the minute veins.

5. The liver enlarged—in old drunk- 
ards weighing from 
six 
to 
twelve 
pounds.

6. The omentum—a sort of apron 
which immediately covers the abdomen 
in front—loaded with a gray, slushy fat^ ' 


7. The kidneys enlarged, flabby and 
infiltrated in 
numerous spots 
with 
whitish matter.

bile, and coated with a tenacious mucus. ' 


9. The blood in a very fluid condition, 
having but little fibrine, but much al- 
bumen and fat.

Inexplicable Apatliy of Good Citizens la 
the Jb'ace of Its Awful Work. 


I coni»ss to you, my hearers, that 
when I think of the ravages which 
have been commit^ nl for these many 
vears, and are still being committed, 
by the arch-flend, alcohol, my won- 
derment at the apathy of good citizens, 
and in particular of professed Chris- 
tians, is bej'ond expression. 
I can un- 
derstand the apathy of 40 years ago 
upon 
another 
giant 
national evil, 
through which 4,000,000 of human be- 
ings were held as slaves. 
It was not 
under our eyes. The obvious curse of 
it was at least some scores of miles 
from our own homes. 


I do not assume the prophetic office. 
I do not stand here to say in what way, 
or when, or at what cost, the people 
of these United States are to be called 
to account for permitting the existence 
and perpetuation of the mightier evil 
of Intemppranoe. But let us not for one 
moment delude ourselves with the false 
belief that we shall not give account. 
As God is Just, we cannot escape. His 
hand may be stayed for a time, but not 
for all time. 
We have proved this in 
the case of that other evil. May we be 
wise in time, and by no longer deserv- 
ing avoid a more terrible penalty for 
a much greater sin. 


I want to note a few things in regard 
to this evil of ours. 
They have 
no 
claim of noveltj', but they need repéti- 
tion. And I want to say first, that this 
evil of ours hasn't one Justifying or ex- 
tenuating word to be said for it—not 
one. 
The use of alcohol, in any form 
otherwise than for strictly medicinal 
purposes, Is nòt justified by one single 
scientific man of the present day. 
It 
is classed Just where it belongs—among 
the poisonous, disease-producing drugs, 
fit only to be prescribed as an antidote 
to other poisons. It is not simply ab- 
surd, therefore; it is almost a confes- 
sion of ignorance when people say: "It 
is the abuse, not the use of intoxicants 
that does the harm. Taken in modera- 
tion there would be no objection to 
it." That is nothing but the repetition, 
parrot-like, of what somebody else has 
said; but I ask you to note t h a t that 
somebody was not a recognized author- 
ity—except in the saloons! 
A poison 
used moderately? Why-not then talk 
about the moderate use of j?trychnia, 
of arsenic, of belladonna? There Isas 
much consistency in applying the word 
"moderate drinking," if it h a d n t like 
some other expressions come down to 
us from our fathers and been simply 
accepted, ' as many people accept their 
political or religious creeds, ; with out 
I>ausing to ask if there is a reason why! 


Sometimes this fallacy takes another 
form: 
."It is the distilled liquors ;thiat 
should be avoided. We should have lit- 
tle drunkenness if we confined our- 
selves to malt and vinous drinks like 
beer, cider and wine." Why, this again 
is only a question of the quantity of 
poison tpken. Beer contains anywhere 
from five to eight per cent, of the poi. 
eon, alcohol ; cider—hard—^a little more; 
wine—well, that -depends upon what 
•wine, for some of them run up to 25 per 
cent. 
Let us first hear the argument 
for the necessity or good'of any percent- 
age of the poison, or rather that any 
percentage of it is not harmful. One 
might jxist as well say: . "Excessive 
profanity or mendacity .is greatly to be 
deplored; but a little moderate fiweár- 
ing or l y i n g ^ a ^ #ve o r t e n per cent.— 
does no particular harm." Why not be 
as consistent in the one case as in the 
other, and say .that any uset>f it is with- 
out extenuation or Juitífication? 
And 
you simply ¿peak the truth. 


Then I want to say secondly, that even 
if we concededr-fas we do not by any 
means—the possible líííiínlessness of 
"moderate" drinking, that is, of moder- 
ate indulgence in a poiSOn, there is no 
assurance, absolutely xlone, t h a t "mod' 
era tion" will or can continue. No man 
who ever becaine a drunkard expected 
to "go beyond the bounds.of propriety" 
in his use of liquor. I grant tíiftt we 
see men well advanced In years^and ol 
apparent vigorous health who take theit 
gl«LSs or two of wine or beer, or even ol 
whisky, every day of their lives.. We 
cannot see that it hap wrought them 
perceptilile injury. Yes; and so we see 
athletes who perform prodigious feats 
of strength. .. But what does that argue? 
Only that th<|,re are exceptional men In 
the world—rthat'B all. 


Another popular fallacy expresses it- 
self somewhat after this fashion: 
"Ob 
well, it'.<5 only the poor, weak fellows 
who go down. A man with any strength 
of mind doesn't allow himself to come 
to that pass." Now. I want to say thai 
any man Who talks in that way simply 
exposes bis ignorance of the trutli. 
Does the bullet from thè soldier's rifle 
strike down only the "poor weak fel- 
lows?" Will arsenic spare the brightest 
man or woman ? How much do we know 
of the havoc wrought in the homes of 
Avealth? To the most brilliant men iu 
the learned professions? 
Among the 
most highly-cultured classes? Let the 
physicians 
tell you 
if 
they 
would 
whether delirium tremens is oftenest 
met with, proportionately to their num- 
bers, in the people of the slums, or 
among the "strong-minded." Let them 
sny if they would why they so often re- 
port the causes of death from the peo- 
ple of social standing as "apoplexy,'' 
"heart failure" and the like,while the 
same causes resulting in death among 
the less favored classes are set down to 
"excessive Indulgence In intoxicants."—

other; people's lives, and form judg- 
ments as to what they would do in 
kindred circumstances. 
They live in 
the pííst. Their future is often only a 
repeated past. 
"The thing that hath 
been it Is that that shall be." 
They 
seem to project the pafet into the future, 
live toward that and think that they 
ore advarcing. This is to be found to 
a greater or less degree in every depart- 
ment of life, but espec'ally in the re- 
ligious. There are very many who carry 
about wlfh them a sort of 
spiritual 
thermometer, and try to gauge their 
growth in grace by the number of de- 
grees of faith, hope, love, which one day 
shows in comparison with another. 


This is all wrong. As well expect a 
sick man to recover by keeping a record 
cf his pulse-beats each hour; a racer 
to gain the prize by carrying á yard- 
."îtick to measure each leap, or a student 
to win honors by comparing the num- 
ber of hours and minutes of problems or 
íK>lve a certain number of problems or 
read a certain number of pages. Prog- 
ress depends upon- the degree of inten- 
sity with which every en«rgy is dldect- 
cd to thî one purpose of reaching the 
goal, aB»d for this the eye must constant- 
ly look forward, not baclrwiard. 
The 
past mu^t be forgotten. Not that it is 
to be as. if it had neer been, but it must 
be crowded out by the future. We are 
not to brood either over our failures or 
•our bleWïings. 
The former must not 
dlscourgae us, nor the litter over-en- 
courage tis. 
The simple duty is each 
day to crncentrate the whole attention 
on the duty of that day and prepare for 
fntu»e success. Another essential is a 
clear perception of the goal that 
is 
striven fori, Misguided effort is little 
better than tioeffort at all. The eye will 
make a picture of some-kind. : Each 
iîtep leads somewhere. If the picture be 
a wrong one the step in a f'jlse direction, 
trne -suf cess Is simply impossible. 
• i n Christian life success is measured 
jbijr the degree of likeness to Christ. The 
different graces for which so many 
/strive arc'-simply manifestations of his 
life- To seek for them distinctively is 
Often to miss the aim. It is easier to be- 
come more patient by following Christ 
than by striving after patience' itself, 
go with faith hope, love, meekness. 
Each is included In t h e 
Christ 
life. 
Strive for the life and they will all be 
.reiched. -Strive for them and there is 
great danger of Josing all. The Apostle

The SmaU BoRlnùing of tbe Largest Hoa- 
- pltal in Florence.-

gether in the Italian city of Florence,

-..ûne is a little, high dwelling in a dark 
alley, such as is inhabited only by the 
poorest of the poor. This was the home 
of t h e great poet Dante. 
When he was 
nine years oldrhe tells us, he%as taken 
by his father one day out of this mean 
littlei passage to" thé-neighboring Corso, 
where their neighbot', Messer Portinari, 
gave a great feast in his palace. 


There the dreaming, 
romantic 
boy 
saw Portinari's little daughter Beatrice, 
a child of eight, who spoke kindly to 
him. 
Her crimson dress, her: jewels, 
her baby face and kind voice made her 
seem to him mere human. 
He believ^ 
hef t o be the "youngest of the angels," 
and when he grew to be a man. he made 
her known to all the world as the in- 
carnation of all virtue. 


¡There iS: no reason to suppose that 
•Beatrice Portinari was more than com- 
;monplace in looks or character. 
The 
genius of Dante has immortalized 
a 
creation of his fancy, 
not 
the 
real 
woman, 
j At the time when Messer 
Portinari 
gave this -fete he- had in his employ a 
servant named; Monna Tessa. 
Monna's 
work occupied only part of the day, and 
being an active, strong woman, of keen 
sympathies, she spent the rest of hex 
time visiting the sick in the neighbor- 
ing hovels. 
The Portinari palace vras 
large. 
She begged her master to giva 
her the use of two vacant rooms. 
One 
day Portinari went to them^and found 
them filled with sick paupers in com- 
fortable beds, whom Monna supporte.'I 
out of her wages. 


Portinari said to her: "This is God'a 
work. 
I will help you in it." 


He built a small hospital, and put her 
in charge ofdt. It has gro%vn to be one 
of the largest in Florence. 
Among the 
sculptures which adorn it is a bas-relief 
of a homely, kind woman's face in 
a 
sen'ant's hood. 


All the world has heard the praise of 
Beatrice, and few, even of the poor in- 
valids now in the hospital, know 
the 
name of the servant to whom the poor 
of Florence have for, centuries owed so 
much. But there is another record thau 
that of the world, kept by One Who does 
not forget.—^Youth's Companion.

He is tall, finely formed 
and straight as an arrow, In spite of 
his advanced years. His white beard 
and white hair hang down from a mas- 
sive head and face, the former reaching 
below the waist, extending forty inches

STOWING AWAY. 


A Foolhardy Method to Get an 
Ocean 


Voyage—Koujjh KxperieDces. 


In spite of the fact that the punish- 
tnent usually meted out to those who 
'try to steal a free passage on a ship 
is several weeks' hard labor, with the 
option of a fine stowaways are even 
more common today t h a n they 
were 
fifty or sixty years ago, says the Cin- 
cinnati Enquirer. 


Big passenger steamers, with 
their 
hundreds 
of 
passengers 
and 
their 
scores of stewards, sailors and 
stok- 
ers, afford innumerable 
opportunities 
for stowing away. 


Three years ago a stowaway was dis- 
covered aboard one of the Allan liners 
running between Liverpool and Mon- 
treal. 
He was shabbily dressed, 
but 
being a big, sturdy-looking fellow, he 
was put to work about the ship. Yv'^hen 
the vessel anchored below 
Montreal, 
waiting for daylight before 
entering 
the 
harbor, 
he, 
it 
was 
presumed, 
slipped quietly overboard and 
swam 
ashore. 
In any case, when 
the 
boat 
touched at Montreal and was overrun 
by detectives looking for a notorious 
jewel robber, it was immediately sus- 
pected that the stowaway was the rob- 
ber and that he had escaped, taking 
the jewels with him. 
He was capi^red 
some months afterward and confessed 
that when he swam ashore he had more 
than $10,000 worth of jewels on 
his 
person. 


The favorite hiding-places of stowa- 
ways are the coal bunkers and 
the 
narrow passage left when vessels are 
loaded with bricks, tiles, drain pipes 
or other similar cargo. 
These places 
are extremely dangerous 
and 
many 
eases are recorded where the shifting 
of the cargo has resulted in the death 
of some unfortunate wretch in hiding. 
During the passage of a cargo 
boat 
to this country from England the sail- 
ors were startled the third day by a 
curious scratching, which was imme- 
diately 
attributed 
to 
supernatural 
causes. 
The scratching continued for 
three days and then grew quiet 
and 
ceased. When the hatches were lifted 
at the end of the voyage the emaciated 
body of a man 
was found lying on 
some bags of cement. 
The poor, starv- 
ing fellow had .struggled frantically to 
get out of tho hold. 


As for our American liner.s, it is fol- 
ly to try stowing away in any of them. 
The Uni^T'd States will not receive pau- 
per immigrants and captains are for- 
bidden to land stowaways in this coun- 
try under penalty of $2,500. 
A "free 
passenger" on one of 
these 
ships 
is 
promptly 
clapped 
in irons and 
kept 
there until the ship returns to Liver- 
pool, when ho is brought before the au- 
thorities.

LEPERS. 


Father C'onrardl's Work «.s .Siirces.sor to 
Father Jiamii'n In Blolokal. 


Rev. Father Conrardi, who eight year?) 
ngo succeeded tho late Father Damien Jis 
sui^erintendont in charge of the leper set- 
tlement at Molokai in tho Sandwich Is- 


FATHEIi CONr.AIiDI. 
land.'?, is spending a few days in San Fran- 
cisco preparatory to seeking a 
climate 
where he may find relief for the winter 
from asthma, 
contracted on the 
wind 
swept leper i.sland in the Pacific. 
A sad 
story he lias to tell of his miserable charges 
and their pitiable condition. 


Father Conrju-di has given his life to tho 
work. 
He has visited almost every leper 
settlement in the world, and has made a 
deep sttidy of that dread disease. 
On tlie 
Island of Mrlokai, where he is stationed, 
there are 1,100 afflictcd persons. 
To look 
after them there are two priests and six 
sisters of the Order of St. Francis. Father 
Conrardi complains bitterly about the way 
the ftinds for the leper colony are handled 
He says that of the $80,000 annually ap- 
propriated for the relief of the lepers by the 
Hawaiian government, tlie larger part of 
this sum goes to pay big salaries to use- 
less officials, whilo little of it is expended 
for much needed medicine.s. 


The lepers try to raise a littlo fruit and 
corn, but their efforts are often futile, for 
before harvest time comes a scorching wind 
withers up evei-ything green. 
This could 
be preventeil. Father Conrardi thinks, if 
the government would erect wind breiiks. 
As it is, the lepers have lost wh.it little 
ambition they ever had and are lazy and 
indifferent to theii>fate. Most of the lepers 
have become Catholics. 
The rest are Cal- 
vinists and Mormons. 


After leaving Molokai and before com- 
ing to San F-ancisco Father Conrardi vis- 
ited the Chinese leper settlement at Can- 
ton and Macao, where tho condition of tho 
sufferers is truly desperate. 
The Chinese 
government r.llows the lepers only a small 
amount of iice annually. 
Their wan 1 
are cared for ns well as possible by French 
and Italian lay sisters, who are known iis 
Sisters of CaiTosa and Sisters of St. Paul 
de Chiirtres. 
The increase of numbers 
at these leper colonies is something star- 
tling. Last year over 3,000 per.sons, among 
whom were 1,500 babies, were received. 
Tho Chinese regard leprosy as a curse, and 
their government will furnish no money 
for medicines or for the erection of hospi- 
tals. 


A W O R K M A N ' S 
CLUB. 


A Liuxurlous Building Being Erected at 
Yonker.s, N. Y. 


The workiugmen of Yonkers, N. Y., are 
to have a magnificent club building all for 
themselve.s. 
Tlie cornerstone of the struc- 
ture was laid recently by William F. Coch- 
ran, a wealthy mnnufacturer of that city, 
who hasgivcii :S140,000 for the purpose and 
has founded the club. 
Hollywood Inn is 


HOLLYWOOD INN. 
to be the name of the workingmen's club- 
hou.se. 
It is to be a picturesque building 
of five stories, built of Missouri brick with 
trimmings of Ohio sandstone. 
There will 
be a handsome entrance and the club- 
house will in every way resemble those re- 
sorts which men of wealth build for their 
leisure moments. It will be the only club- 
house of the kind in the country. 


The first fioor of the clubhouse will be 
devoted to irilliard rooms, bowling alleys 
and batiirooms. 
A reading reom, library 
and g-eneral ohibroom will be located on 
the second fl(.or. On the third floor will 
ho a gymnasium, complete in its equip- 
ment. 
On the fourth floor will bo a large 
iiall suit^iljle for a lecture rooni or amuse- 
ment hall, where the members can take 
their familie.s. The entire upper floor will 
bo set aside fur the use of the young sons 
of tho workingmen. 
Here a special gym- 
nasium, reading room aud clubrooms will 
bo fitted ui). 
The building is to bo hai^- 
somoly furnished throughout, and then it 
•will bo turned over entirely for the use of 
Yonkers workingmen and their families. 
It is expected that it will bo completed 
about May 1 next. 


In his address, delivered after he had 
laid tho cornorstono, Mr. Cochran .said: 
'•This buiiding is intended to bo a placo 
of rest aud recreation for workingmen. 
Here wo v.'ill offer inducement to those 
who toil 
partictilarly to young men 
such attractions as will be calculated to 
keep them from the haunts of vice, if there 
bo an.y such in this city. 
It is our inten-
